prosperity reflects the shift from 


I civilian support of the economy to 
support by government spending is 
shown, today by two reports. 
- The first is by the department 
of commerce. It says that the to- 
tal production of goods and ser- 
vices in the nation swelled to a 
record, annual rate of $325.6 bil- 
lion In April, May and June. But 


civilian buying dropped from the 
rate of January, 
February 
and 


March. 


And government spending- ac- 


counted for the increase in produc- 
tion, while government payrolls! 
showed the greatest proportionate i 
gain in the rise in personal 
in- 


come. 


The second report is by the pre- 


sident's council 
of economic ad- 


visors. It was made last week and 
revealed that industrial 
produc- 


tion dropped sharply in July. The 
drop was credited to a decline in 
output of civilian goods to make 
way for increased production of 
goods for defense.' The shift con- 
tinued in August, as Uncle Sam's 
tax dollars played an increasing 
part in the nation's business.

WE MUST FOIL KREMLIN'S PLAN 


With commendable speed the United States acted 


Lo spike at the start Russia's obvious plan to wreck 
the Japanese treaty at San Francisco. 


The Kremlin has formal notice that the coming 


meeting is a final conference for the "concluding" 
and signing of the pact. Neither we nor any major 
power associated with the treaty drafting intend at 
this stage to allow the Russians to re-open negotia- 
tions on detailed terms. 


This is admirable resolve. But we must lay care- 


ful plans to meet every trick Moscow may conceive. 
We must assure not only that the Soviet Union does 
not wreck the treaty but that it does not so twist 
events at San Francisco as to gain an important 
propaganda victory. 


Almost certainly Russia will protest that it is 


being frozen out without a hearing. This, of course, 
is not the case. John Foster Dulles had three meet- 
ings with Jacob Malik on the progress of negotia- 
tions. It was Malik who broke off the talks. Earlier, 
the Russians repeatedly had hamstrung all efforts to 
begin framing a treaty. They did not take part be- 
cause they did not want a pact to be drawn. 


We should be ready at San Francisco with the 


whole history of Russia's relation to Japanese treaty 
discussions, from the moment World War H ended. 
And we should not hesitate to remind the world that 
Moscow joined the war against Japan exactly one 
week before it ended. 


ARMY SHOWS IMAGINATION 


A unique experiment in troop training is being in- 


itiated by the United States in Korea. 


The expanding South Korean army will be in- 


tensively re-trained in the field. One division at a 
time, the South Koreans will be pulled back a few 
miles from the front and given eight weeks' school- 
ing in tactics. None of the trainees will at any time 
leave the general battle area. 


As the individual outfits complete their training, 


they will move back into the line. They will there 
be held in readiness should cease-fire talks collapse. 


This is an unusual and imaginative program. 


And it will serve a valuable double purpose. 


If the cease-fire talks succeed, ultimately the 


South Korean army must shoulder most of the bur- 
den of defending free Korea. It is not now equipped 
for the job. If, on the other hand the war should 
resume full-scale, re-trained South Koreans probably 
would contribute much more to UN effort than they 
have so far. 


The story of the South Korean army has general- 


ly been one of brave men untrained and often ill- 
equipped for tough fighting. The new plan is the 
first real step to end that dangerous state of affairs.

\vhei-e, but the participants went through motions 
pointlessly for weeks because no one wanted the onus 
of ending the talks. 


If this attitude becomes a habit, we can picture 


diplomatic sessions going on all over the world for 
endless months. And there won't be enough diplo- 
mats left over to keep the passport division 
functioning.

It's Sometimes Best to Fight 
Washington Battles in Pairs

"WASHINGTON—(NEA)—To get a proper perspective on some oi 


the battles of Washington, it is sometimes useful to look at issue! 
in pairs. For instance: 


Consider the so-called tidelands' oil legislation now before Congress 


It is intended to give the States, instead of the Federal government 
control over ?ll submerged mineral rights. Consider this propositior. 
for a moment in its relation to new demands for additional Fedara! 
aid for flood-prevention work in the hard-hit Missouri and tributary 
river valley systems. 


Consider both these propositions against the background of the 


arguments of States' rights against Federal government, of socialism 
versus the free enterprise system, of the demand for higher Federal 
taxes against the demand for reduction of government spending. : 
It has long been the policy, wholeheartedly approved by Congress. 


that the Federal government should foot the bill for all navigable rivei 
and harbor improvements. 


River and harbor appropriations have grown into the biggest "port 


barrel" in Congress. The aim of every law-maker is to get as much 
as he can for public works in his state and district. 
TT is now national policy that the taxpayers of the country as a whole 


must foot the bill for river, harbor and flood control work which 


is primarily of benefit to local communities. 


What happens, though, when the question of control over tidelands 


oil- rights comes up? This issue has now been broadened to cover all 
submerged mineral rights. By this legalism, states not on tidewater 
have been brought in to demand ownership and control over oil and 
other mineral rights under lakes and fresh water streams. 


Do you find the states coming to the Federal government and saying 


in effect, "Look, Uncle Sain! Since you foot the bill on flood control 
work, it's only fair that you should also have*first right on whatever 
royalties may be collected from submerged mineral rights!" 


Not on your life you don't Yet why isn't that logical? If the Federal 


government must pay the cost of all river and harbor improvements, 
why shouldn't the Federal government be given oil receipts? 


,Or put it the other way around: If the States are to be given clear 


title to tidelands oil rights, why shouldn't the states also finance their 
own river and harbor and flood control improvements? 


The Federal taxpayer could be saved a lot of money by such a policy 
\nd it would help mightily to balance the budget 
gUCH a rational appeal could never be put over in Congress. The Su- 


preme Court has decided that marginal oil rights belong to the 


Federal government. The Walter bill now before Congress would upset 
this decision by giving title to the States. A similar bill was previously 
passed by Congress, but vetoed by the President, and t«e veto was 
u stained. 


The proposition that the Federal government should have title to 


submerged mineral rights is called "socialism" by its opponents. WelJ 
f that is socialism, why Isn't it also socialism for the paternalistic 
federal government to build all the flood walls and dredge all the 
lavigable rivers and harbors? 


Why not let private enterprise do all this? Let the cities and towns, 


Sie farmers and factory-owners whose lands would be directly bene- 
ilted by such improvements pay all the costs. 


Such an idea is of course an absurdity. The direct beneficiaries of 


uch projects couldn't afford such outlays in the first place. 


This whole discussion of course contributes no constructive thought 
awards solution of the tidelands and flood control problems. Yet it 
nay serve to show how ridiculous are some of the arguments foisted
